H E election retu rns reveal noth­ 
ing so clearly as the u nrepre­ 
sentative character of ou r 
osten­ 
sib ly 
representative 
institu tions. 
There was little change in the pop­ 
u lar vote, end a p­ 
parently as little 
in pu b lic opinion. 
Bu t the electoral 
mechanism trans­ 
formed that little 
into a m ajor re ­ 
versal of power in 
the Senate, ou r 
dominant 
repre­ 
sentative 
b od y. 
One more defeat 
—and local Re­ 
pu b lican b lu nders 
had earned many — wou ld have 
transferred the titu lar control to the 
Democrats. As it is, the 
Repu b li­ 
cans hold control of the organiza­ 
tion only b y the discredited votes of 
Vare and Smith, and they have lost 
control of policies, ex cept b y grace 
of the Insu rgents. President Cool- 
idge has one legislative arm para­ 
lyzed, and the other manacled, all 
b y a change in votes less than the 
norm al slack of an off year.

arithm etic did it. Control of the 
Hou se of Representatives, -where 
the electoral mechanism does not so 
mu ch distort the vote, rem ains with 
the Repu b licans b y an only nor­ 
mally lessened majority.

C 
ONSIDERING the m athem atics 
of the situ ation, this is 
b etter 
than the Repu b licans had a right to 
ex pect. W ith not a single 
Demo­ 
cratic seat in jeopardy, the Repu b ­ 
licans cou ld retain control of the 
Senate only b y repeating, in this off 
year, the 
u nprecedented 
Harding 
landslide of 19 20, in which they had 
carried several normally dou b tfu l 
or Democratic states. 
In addition, 
the Repu b lican party 
in 
several 
states this year had done its b est to 
commit su icide b y weak or u nfit 
nominations, which there was no 
State ex cu se for su pporting. 
Only 
the national emergency saved 
a 
part of them. Unfortu nately the two 
worst, Vare and Smith, had to b e 
the su rvivors. Now the Repu b lican 
Senate mu st decide w hether it will 
tem porarily 
sacrifice 
Repu b lican 
control b y ejecting them, u ntil the 
(governor of Pennsylvania appoints 
a b etter and the Governor of Illi­ 
nois, perhaps a worse Repu b lican, 
in their places.

[E u nrepresentative character of 
the election on issu es—at least 
on the only issu e that ex cited any­ 
b ody—is even more confu sed. There 
had b een a tremendou s "wet” drive, 
to take advantage of the 
normal 
wet reaction now du e, and this drive 
showed some real resu lts in the 
part of the election which cou ld ac­ 
complish nothing b eyond noise. Bu t 
in the only place where it cou ld even 
consider 
positive 
action—in 
the 
election of Congress—it did nothing 
a t all. Ex act figu res, down to the 
last vote, are not yet availab le, b u t 
it is certain that there is no appre­ 
ciab le change in the overwhelming 
dry majority in

HE 
so-called 
"wet 
referenda’’ 
were of two sorts. 
One sort, as in New York, was a 
mere straw -vote petition, b y voters 
who had no power to do anything, 
requ esting Congress to do 
some­ 
thing which it also has no power to 
do. Then these very voters chose 
Congressmen who wou ld not do it if 
they cou ld. The militant, organized 
part of the drys refu sed to take any 
part in these meaningless votes, b u t 
enou gh other drys voted to make a 
su b stantial minority. No one 
can 
tell b y the vote alone w hat is the 
actu al sentim ent in these states, b u t 
it is dou b tless wet, and 
may 
b e 
w etter than it was. Certainly it is 
more ou tspoken and aggressive. 
The other sort were attem pts, like 
that in California, to repeal ex isting 
enforcement acts. There were fou r 
of these states, and a t this writing 
three, and possib ly all fou r of these, 
have voted to retain their enforce­ 
ment acts. Thu s, the only votes on 
any su b stantial thing, that cou ld b e 
done, went all or nearly all dry.

N 
e v e r t h e l e s s , the wet reac­ 
tion is dou b tless a reality. It is 
well led and organized, and 
the 
time for it was du e in the regu lar 
swing of the pendu lu m. Bu t these 
tests show at least that it is no­ 
where near so great a thing in fact 
as it is in noise. Fortu nately for the 
coolheadedness of the final decis­ 
ion, the Constitu tion makes 
hasty 
action impossib le. 
We 
shall have 
time for several swings of the pend­ 
u lu m b efore the only legitimate pro­ 
posal—a repeal or modification of 
the Eighteenth Amendment itself— 
is ever even presented for consider­ 
ation. If that time ever comes, and 
if ou r su ccessors, b y a vote of 36 
states to 12, then wish to change 
prohib ition, that will b e their privi­ 
lege. Meanwhile, for ou r time, the 
prohib ition law is a fix ity, throu gh 
all the u ps and downs of sentim ent 
and of enforcement.

Co nscriptio n in Time o f 
Wa r Sho uld Apply to All 
Men a nd Wea lth, Is View

A fivefold 
policy for peace 
and 
preparedness 
was 
laid 
down b y President Coolidge here 
today, in a speech dedicating the 
Lib erty memorial to World war 
veterans. 
The president spoke with u nu s­ 
u al frankness ab ou t the domestic 
and foreign policies of the nation. 
His main points were: 
1—That the 
government is 
"thorou ghly 
committed 
to 
a 
policy of permanent interna­ 
tional peace” and will co-op­ 
erate as mu ch as possib le with 
other powers'to reach this goal. 
2—That, while lab oring for 
world peace, an "adequ ate na- 
tionl defense” will b e main­ 
tained. 
3—That the government Is 
also “thorou ghly committed” to 
avoiding competition in arm a­ 
ments. 
4—That "any fu tu re policy of 
conscription shou ld b e all-in­ 
clu sive,” applying to the "en­ 
tire personnel and the entire 
wealth of the cou ntry.” 
5—That the 
United 
States 
will b ecome a memb er of the 
World cou rt only u nder the 
reservations 
adopted 
b y 
the 
senate. 
President and Mrs. Coolidge a r­ 
rived at the u nion station at 8:30 
a. m., on a Pennsylvania special 
train, which left St. Lou is shortly 
after midnight. 
Tho presidential party was greet­ 
ed b y a small reception committee 
in the train sheds and escorted 
throu gh the station to motor cars, 
while a b attery of field gu ps on 
Memorial 
hill, 
across 
from 
the 
station, b oomed ou t a 21-gu n sa­ 
lu te. 
Escort of Negro Cavalry 
Preceded b y an escort of negro 
cavalry, motorcycle police and two 
au tomob iles b earing secret service 
men, Mr. and Mrs. Coolidge were 
taken to the Hotel Mu ehlb ach. 
A warm su n tempered the chill 
wind which b rou ght the tem pera­ 
tu re down to b elow freezing this 
morning. 
After resting for an hou r at the 
hotel, the president and Mrs. Cool­ 
idge, accompanied b y the rem ain­ 
der of the party, drove to the 
memorial. 
They were given a n ­ 
other ovation enrou te. 
Proceeding 
throu gh 
the 
half-m ile 
driveway 
leading u p to the memorial, the 
president stood b areheaded In his 
car, 
b owing, 
acknowledging 
the 
demonstration 
given 
him. 
Mrs. 
Coolidge, clad In a b lack dress, 
b lack seal coat and small b lack 
hat, waved her greeting to the 
crowd. 
Immediately after the presiden­ 
tial party took its place on the 
speakers’ platform, the dedicatory 
ex ercises were started with invoca­ 
tion b y the Rev. F ather J. N. V. 
McKay. 
Ex pects Deb tors to Pay 
Mr. Coolidge, in his address, an ­ 
swered those who have b randed 
the United States as a “Shylock,” 
emphasizing, 
however, 
that 
the 
government ex pected 
deb tor na­ 
tions to pay their ob ligations. 
He 
denied this cou ntry had profited 
b y the w ar and declared the “rec­ 
ognition and sanctity of interna­ 
tional ob ligations and the perform ­ 
ance of International covenants” had 
b een the b asis of this cou ntry’s 
policy toward deb tor nations. 
"If we are to have peace,” the 
president said, "we m u st live in 
accordance w ith the dictates of a 
higher life. 
W e mu st avoid any 
national spirit of su spicion, dis­ 
tru st and 
hatred 
toward 
other 
nations. 
The old world has for 
generations indu lged Itself in this 
form of lu x u ry. 
The resu lts have 
b een ru inou s. 
“We v a n t u nderstanding, good 
will and friendly relations b etween 
ou rselves and 
all other 
people. 
The first requ isite for this pu rpose 
is a friendly attitu de on ou r part.” 
The president emphasized that 
the cou ntry had never thou ght to 
b e a m ilitary power. 
“The cou ntry,” he said, "is con­ 
tent within its own territory to 
prosper throu gh the development of 
its own resou rces. Bu t we real­ 
ize thorou ghly that no one will pro­ 
tect u s u nles we protect ou rselves.” 
While m aintaining national pro­ 
tection, Mr. Coolidge said, the gov­ 
ernment has no desire to compete

ment and its massive su pports.

has not b een raised to commem­ 
orate w ar and victory, b u t rather

In its impressive symb ol­ 
ism, it pictu res the story of that

ARMISTICE DOES NOT 
MARK END OF WAR 
Five years ago, it was my fortu ne 
to take part In a pu b lic service 
held on this very site, when Gen­ 
eral 
Pershing, 
Admiral 
Beatty, 
Marshal Foch, General Diaz and 
General Jacqu es, representing sev­ 
eral of the allied cou ntries in the 
war, in the presence of the Ameri­ 
can Legiop convention, assisted in 
a formal b eginning of this work, 
which is now reaching its comple­ 
tion. Today, I retu rn at the special 
requ est of the distingu ished sen­ 
ators /rom Missou ri 
and 
Kansas 
and on the invitation of yowr com­ 
mittee on arrangements, in order 
that I may place the official sanc­

Impressive 
memorials

It comes as a 
fitting ob servance of this eighth 
anniversary of the signing of the 
armistice, on Nov.

MONOTONY CREATES HEALTH PROBLEM 
The dev elopm ent of great m anu factu ring plants in 
America has giv en rise to specialists in m anu factu r­ 
ing processes whose tasks are seldom v aried. 
The m echanic or carpenter of an early day was 
likely to v ary his w ork m any tim es In the cou rse of 
a week. In m odern indu stry , one man may spend all 
of his tim e perform ing a process as simple as the in­ 
sertion of a bolt and the fastening on to it of a nu t. 
This process repeated thou sands of tim es day after 
day seem s to hav e a special effect on the nerv ou s 
sy stem of the person concerned, and thereby to bring 
abou t u nsatisfactory resu lts ev entu ally in the work 
itself. 
T here w as for instance in one B ritish bakery 
a 
girl whose d u ty it w as to sm ell each egg tha t was 
opened before It w as u sed. 
A fter one hou r of this 
em ploy m ent, the girl fou nd it impossible to continu e 
the work. 
A nother factor In m onotony Is tha t the worker 
seldom sees the com pleted produ ct and has no cre­ 
ativ e interest in the em ploy m ent. 
A w orker who 
feels the m onotony is likely to seize ev ery opportu n­ 
ity for leav ing his w ork and to become as u nsatis­ 
factory as possible w ithou t losing the Job. 
O thers dev elop sensations of tiredness and com ­ 
plain of v agu e pains in the ey es, head or stom ach. 
Still others becom e su fficiently distu rbed to hav e all 
the sy m ptom s of m enial disorder. 
T he dev elopm ent of m echanical feeds for m a­ 
chinery , the shortening of w orking hou rs, prom o­ 
tion w ith change of occu pation and the u se of rest 
periods tend to m itigate the difficu lty . 
It is, of cou rse, possible tha t the su ggestion of 
m onotony tend s to m ake the w orker dissatisfied and 
thereby creates a v iciou s circle which intensifies the 
effects of sim ple repetition of som e easy task. 
The 
elem ent of com pu lsion tends to intensitfy m onotony 
and fatigu e. 
C onstant nagging by an ov er-anx iou s forem an or 
forew oman and bad hy gienic conditions soon create 
a fe-ling of strain or w orry , and ev en the m ost in­ 
teresting w ork becomes irksom e and bu rdensom e. 
The m ental atm osphere, if free and interesting, 
com pensates for the lack of interest in the job. 
A l­ 
ternation of em ploy m ent is not popu lar in factories, 
either w ith w orkm en or w ith forem en. 
It is an Interesting fact tha t the m an w orker 
does not com plain of monotony nearly so m u ch

Deadly W eapons. The C om ­ 
m ission will probably recom m end 
a sta tu te m aking the carry ing of 
concealed deadly w eapons u pon the 
person, w ithou t a law fu l perm it, a 
felony . 
This is now the law w ith 
reference to aliens. 
T he concealed 
deadly weapon has becom e the m ain 
tool of the hardened crim inal. The 
carry ing and u sing of su ch w eap 
ons accou nts in no sm all degree for 
the trem endou s m u rder rate in this 
cou ntry .
